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Hindu Untouchables 
Can Enter Temples 

“Henceforth no restriction shall be 
placed on any Hindu by birth or religion 
as regards entering or worshipping in 
temples controlled by the Travancore 
Government." 

This decree whereby the Maharaja of 
Travancore celebrated his 25th birthday 
a fortnight ago, says News Week, opens 
the temple doors to 2,000,000 untouch' 
ables. The neighboring states of Cochin 
and Mysore are expected to follow with 
similar decrees, says Time. 

Socially the status of Travancore’s un' 
touchables remains the same as before; 
their very shadows defile caste members. 
But freedom to worship in the temples 
is hailed as the most important Hindu re' 
form in almost a millennium. 

But a vastly more important proclama' 
tion, involving millions more “untouch' 
ables," was issued by the Lord Jesus 
Christ after His resurrection from the 
dead, when He said to His disciples : “Go 
ye into all the world and preach the gos' 
pel to every creature." 

Gentiles today little realize that but 
for the world wide scope of that com' 
mand they could never had heard the 
gospel of God's grace. The Jews were 
God's chosen earthly people, the ones to 
whom the Lord Jesus Christ was sent. 
But the Gentiles were “without Christ, 
being aliens from the commonwealth of 
Israel, and strangers from the covenant 
of promise, having no hope, and without 
God in the world." 

Today, however, the way is open for 
the Gentile to approach God. Yet the 
one who declines to do so, or tries to 
“climb up some other way," is as far 
from God as though no gospel had been 
preached. And if he dies in his sins the 
infinite distance between heaven and the 
lake of fire will separate him from God 
for all eternity. 

He is utterly “untouchable" in God's 
sight. Regardless of character, regard' 
less of physical or financial condition the 


Hindu outcast is “untouchable." So is 
the sinner, no matter how fine his char' 
acter might appear to other men. The 
outcast Hindu must cry “Bacho, bacho!" 
(Look out) as he walks down the street, 
just as the leper was required to cry 
“Unclean!" And the sinner must ac' 
knowledge “We are all as an unclean 
thing, and all our righteousnesses are as 
filthy rags." 

But it is when the sinner realizes his 
true state before God that the way is 
open for him to approach God, for the 
Lord Jesus Christ “came not to call the 
righteous but sinners to repentance." He 
shed His precious blood on Calvary's 
cross to open a fountain 'Tor sin and for 
uncleanness." 

“And sinners plunged beneath 
that flood 

Lose all their guilty stains." 

The sinner who believes on Him is 
given a new sinless nature that fits him 
for God's holy presence, that makes him 
a child of God, a member of heaven’s 
royalty. 

Not as the Hindu “untouchable” can 
now enter Travancore temples, grovel ' 
ing, but as one of God’s own family the 
saved sinner draws near “with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith," a web 
come guest. 

No One Called 
Goliath **Sissy*’ 

“The Devil Is a Sissy" is the title of 
a current movie. 

Scripture, which contains the only au' 
thentic portraits of the Devil, has many 
names for him. Among them are Satan, 
The Dragon, The Serpent, The Adver' 
sary. The Enemy, a Roaring Lion and 
others denoting terrible strength and 
cruelty, but none that remotely resem' 
bles “Sissy." 

Natives of some heathen lands are 
devil worshipers, so great is their dark' 
ness. Yet they are not nearly so blind as 
so'called civilized people who profess 
amusement at the idea of there being 


such a person as the devil, or who so lit' 
tie respect his power as to call him a 
“sissy." 

One day some 3100 years ago in 
Palestine the armies of Israel sto^ on 
one side of a valley, the armies of the 
Philistines on the opposite side. Out 
from the Philistine forces stepped a giant 
about ten feet tall and built proportion' 
ately. He challenged the Israelites to 
choose one of their number to fight with 
him, declaring that the armies of the one 
who was killed would thenceforth be 
servants to the other forces. “I defy the 
armies of Israel this day; give me a man, 
that we may fight together!" he shouted. 

No one called Goliath the giant a 
“sissy" that day, nor on any of the 39 
following days that he thus defied the 
armies of Israel. None dared answer 
that challenge; all were afraid. But on 
the fortieth day a young shepherd who 
had come to visit his brothers in the army 
was present when Goliath issued his 
challenge and was astonished that any' 
one should thus dare to defy the armies 
of the living God, for the Israelites were 
God's chosen people. 

Unaccustomed to the armor of a sob 
dier, he took his staff in his hand, chose 
five smooth stones out of the brook and 
put them in his shepherd's bag, took his 
sling in his other hand, and ran out to 
meet the Philistine. Out of the bag he 
drew a stone, slang it and smote the giant 
in his forehead and he fell upon his face. 
Then David cut off his head with his 
own sword. 

That incident illustrates the triumph 
of the Lord Jesus Christ over Satan at 
Calvary's cross 1100 years later. Taken 
by wicked Jewish hands, falsely accused, 
falsely tried, falsely condemned, mocked, 
spit upon, the hairs plucked from his 
face, fearfully beaten, delivered to the 
Gentiles to be further mocked, scourged 
and humiliated and crucified, and by 
them nailed to a tree and put to death, it 
seemed as if He was in utter defeat. 

Instead it was complete victory, a far 
greater victory over an infinitely more 
powerful foe than David's. The purpose 


for which this only begotten Son of God 
came into the world had been plainly 
stated, and just before He gave up His 
Spirit He cried with a loud voice, “It is 
finished!" The triumph was evident on 
the third day when He rose from the 
tomb. His purpose was to redeem man' 
kind, to free guilty sinners from the 
chains of sin with which they were 
bound by Satan, and every sinner saved 
by grace is a witness to the accomplish' 
ment of that purpose. 

Hebrews 3:14, 15 says that He, the 
Son of God, leaving heaven's glory, be' 
came man “that through death He might 
destroy (or, bring to nought) him that 
had the power of death, that is, the 
devil; and deliver them who through 
fear of death were all their lifetime sub' 
ject to bondage." 

And now He is able to and does de' 
liver from the chains of sin all who will 
trust in Him. 

Can you truthfully sing: 

“My chains are snapt, the bonds of 
sin are broken 
And I am free; 

O let the triumphs of His grace 
be spoken. 

Who died for me. 

“O death! O grave! I do not dread 
your power. 

The ransom's paid; 

On Jesus in that dark and dread' 
ful hour, 

My guilt was laid. 

“Yes, Jesus bore it, bore, in love 
unbounded. 

What none can know; 

He passed through death, and 
gloriously confounded 
Our every foe."
